Scientists from the industrial 
group of the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority have 
combined with scientists at Har- 
well to form a team which is gain- | 
ing experience in the running of a 
fast reactor. Two new research | 
reactors (or atomic piles)—ZEUS 
and ZETR—are now operating at 
Harwell. They form part of the 
United Kingdom's program for 
investigating different types of re-| 
actors. 

ZEUS has been built to check 
the nuclear calculations on which 
the design of the fast reactor 
being built at Dounreay in Scot- 
land depends and is in many es- 
sentials a full-scale model of the 
Dounreay reactor. Its core is sur- 
rounded by many tons of uranium 
in which plutonium is gradually 
formed as the pile runs; it oper- 
ates at a low power level of only 
100 watts so that no cooling is 
required, 

ZETR uses nuclear fuel in solu- 
tion and is intended to provide in- 
formation about the quantities of | 
fuel which will be required for 
large-scale reactors using such 
solutions. Plutonium has already 
been studied in this reactor and 
uranium 235 is now being studied.

NOW READY 


The 1956 Horticultural iGuide 
is ready for distribution. The 
Guide is specially prepared for 
Alberta gardens by the Alberta 
Horticultural Advisory Commit- 
tee 

The 30-page publication has 
a map of Alberta showing the 
Horticultural zones and lists of 
recommended fruits and vege- 
tables for each zone. The var- 
ieties suitable for freezing, gen- 
eral processing and home stor- 
age are distingvished from one 
another. Planting distances and 
yields are given in many cases. 
General disease control practic- 
es and common insect pests and 
their control are discussed. 

There are recommended lists 
of annual flowers, perennials 
and rock garden plants.

W. McElroy, Professor of Ani- 
mal Science, from the use of 
Stilbestrol in a feeder cattle 
ration in a 16-week test now 
drawing to a close at the Uni- 


versity of Alberta. The amount - 


fed was 10 milligrams of stil- 
bestrol per day per steer in 1 
pound of protetin supplement. 
The five steers-under test have 
made about 15 per cent faster 
gains and required 12 per cent 
less hay and 11 per cent less 
grain per pound of gain. These 
figures are about average of re- 
sults reported elsewhere, Dr. 
McElroy advises. 


Stilbestrol was first released 
n the United States about 18 
months ago and is now. being 
used on over 50 per cent of the 
feedlot cattle there. With its 
recent release in Canada, use 
of stilbestrol can be expected 
to increase rapidly. But care 
will have to be exercised, Dr 
McElroy warns. Regulations wiil 
be widely publicized and any 
company that introduces the 
feed will indicate clearly under 
what condiiions it will be used 
and how much is to be used. 

Th? manufactured stildestro' 
is docut four. es as poten. as 
the natural nornone and use cf 
feeds containing stilbestrol w’!, 
be limited sivictly to feealc 
caitle. ‘they must not be fe 
for dairy stock nor for any cat- 
tle under 600 Ibs. Feed it ac- 
cording to directions, advises 
Dr. McElroy, and take care that 
the breeding herd, by accident 
or oiherwise, do not get into 
this feed. Experience with and 
use of stilbestrol will be among
